der present plans, will be tumod over 
lo Gen. Pershing's command. 

This plan would accomplish sev- 
eral things which the milllary authorl 
ties consulting upon It regard as very 
desirable.

France. In thia way tba aftleiancy 
of the British and francb forcaa is 
expected to ba Increased and the work 
of bnlldlng up a great, fully trained 
and completely equipped tlgbtlng (orce 
in Prance is cxpactad to ba bastaaad. 

In addition to thia, as illastntlva of 
tha unity of command under which 
Qeneralissimo I^ich directa ail tbe al- 
lied armlaa.
